When they get in] 
and serve their sho rt sentences, 
and we let them o ut in the m o rn­ 
ing, they’re back befo re nightfall. 
No w I believe if we can wo rk 
them, maybe they wo n’t be so 
anxio us to stay with us and wo n’t 
be co ming back. It co sts us mo re 
than $1 a day in fo o d, to keep a 
man in jail, no t co unting lights, 
heat and w ater.’’ 
Co ntinuing he said, “They u std 
to have a ro ck pile, but that went 
o ut m any years ago . They used to 
wo rk them o n the streets, but fo r 
so me reaso n this was sto pped. Is 
it po ssible, o r is it against the law^ 
fo r us to wo rk them ?” 
Co unsello r Wo lfe then explain­ 
ed he felt it was within ju risdic­ 
tio n o f the city to wo rk its p ri­ 
so ners. Chief Neighbo rs said he 
wo uld o btain a co uple o f new^ 
bro o ms and rakes and start his 
priso nejfs wo rking the alleys and 
get them cleaned up. “They may 
disappear, but if they keep go ­ 
ing—that’ll be alright to o ,” he re­ 
marked.

Fo r So cia lized-Medicine Ba ttle 


By Drew Pearson 
WASHINGTON—Mr. John Q. Pu bUc will be 
chiefly watching taxes, social secu rity, national 
def« ise, and other headline issu es as congress 
gete u nder way. Back stage, however, two of 
the m<» t powerfu l grou ps in the nation—the 
American Legion and the American Medical 
Association—are getting ready for a cu ttthroat 
battle against each other that will end u p in the 
halls of congress. 
. The issu e, in effect, is ‘•socialized medicine.’* 
The American Medical Association, wlu ch 
rank s second among registered Washington lob­ 
bies, spent $270,174 to influ ence congress in 
19 52. The Legion, which rank s eighth, spent 
$106,235. Both are among the top lobbying 
spenders to influ ence congress. 
Bu t in this case the battle goes deeper than 
congress, with the A.M.A. encou raging doctors 
to infiltrate the Legion as ordinary veterans 
in order to fight the socialized-medicine battle 
from ttie inside. The A.M.A. has even set u p a 
“front” grou p, the national medical veterans 
society, to fight the socialized-medicine battle 
and wans its membbers to confine their state­ 
ments to remark s “cleared throu gh the A.M.A. 
to mak e su re you all say the same thing.” 
The Legion in tu rn has alerted its 18,000 posts 
to start shooting at the A.M.A. 
Blu ntly, the 
American Legion magazine warns :“The Legion 
has definitely lost patience with the American 
Medical Association’s weaving, twisting, oppor­ 
tu nistic attack s on the federal system of care for 
veterans. 
“Never before,” says the Legion, “had the 
A.M.A. defined ‘socialized medicine’ in su ch a 
way as to compel America’s war veterans to be 
for it.” 
Nonservice Disabilities 
What the battle boils down to is a proposal 
by the doctors to ban free hospital care by the 
government for nonservice-connected disabili­ 
ties. In other words, when a veteran gets sick 
for reasons other than a disability su ffered in 
war, he wou ld be denied treatment in a veteran’s 
administration hospital. 
Actu ally, this affects not merely the American 
Legion bu t abou t 20,000,000 vets, or 40 per cent 
of the adu lt male popu lation of the U.S.A. 
To larepare for its campaign to eliminate this 
medical service, the A.M.A. held a closed-door 
session at the Sheraton Hotel in Chicago. While 
the minu tes were not made pu blic, this writer 
has obtained a copy and since they affect 40 
per cent of the adu lt male popu lation, it seems 
a ppro pria te to 
qu ote them. 
Dr. Lou is N. Orr of Orlando, Pla., chairman 
o f the closed-door meeting, told the doctors: 
“We have a tremendou s job merely informing 
ou r own members—^many of them are not sold 
on the $25 du es to the A.M.A. 
Prea a uriBg Co nsrea a 
Dr. Joseph D. McCarthy of Omaha, 
a member 
o f the A.M.A’s committee of legislation, gave 
the doctors a peek at A.M.A. lobbying tactics. 
He explained that his legislative committee had 
a member assigned to each geographic division 
o f the United States to alert k ey men in those 
states o n “pressing legislative problems.” 
These k ey men, in tu rn, are responsible for 
“informing them of the medical profession’s 
attitu de toward proposed legislation.* 
“This 
method,** Dr. McCarthy added, “has work ed 
admirably in the past.” 
Dr. William B. Walsh of Washington, presi­ 
dent of the A.M.A.’s “front” organization, the 
National Medical Veterans Society, cau tioned 
doctors against declaring open warfare on the 
Legion. “Edu cation,’* he maintained, “is the 
cornerstone of the campaign.’* 
And as part of that edu cation, he said, “we mu st 
encou rage physicians to Join the American 
Legion, bu t to avoid the creation of doctor’s 
posts. By remaining informal (one of the boys), 
the doctors will be more effective in an ordinary 
post.” 


Sentiment at the closed-door meeting was far 
from u nanimou s, however, and several doctors 
spok e u p in disagreement. 
Dr. William A. O’Brien of Nevada ask ed if 
the grou p thou ght it wou ld be wise for medical 
societies to tell the nation’s doctors not to care 
for nonservice-connected cases now in V. A. 
hospitals. 
Di’. Walter B. Martin, president-elect of the A.M 
A,, warned that any su ch drastic step wou ld be 
a fatal error and the doct.*rs wou ld “get ou r 
throats cu t and get in the doghou se permanently.” 
One doctor, whose name was not identified 
in the minu tes, ask ed his fellow doctors what 
plans they had for treating the 87 per cent non- 
ser^ce-connected cases. 
“How,” he qu eried, “cou ld those patients be 
placed in already overcrowded local hospitals? 
How does it help the taxpayer if the bu rden 
is simply shifted from the federal to the local 
government?” 
After warning the doctors that their proposal 
was impractical, the delegate added: “If the 
doctors do not k now that the American people 
have a special regard for veterans, the congress 
does k now it.” 
Dr. Oscar B. Hu nter of Washington, D. C. told 
the grou p that their proposed changes in V. A. 
medical care wou ld have tou gh sledding in cong­ 
ress. He reminded the doctors that the A.M.A. 
“is in some disrepu te in congress and du ring 
recent congressional hearings the congressmen 
ask ed qu estions ‘baited’ against the doctors.” 
Meanwhile the American Legion magazine, 
not exactly k nown as a socialistic organ, has 
pu blished a stinging editorial accu sing the A.M.A. 
of “u rging that indigent, disabled veterans be 
thrown back u pon their commu nities for indig­ 
ent care in order to save the cou ntry from social­ 
ism.”

Ato mic Electric Po wer Fuel 


1 « Held Chea per Tha n Co a l 


By Peter Edson 
WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower's bold 
new plan for an international agency lo promote 
peacefu l u ses of atomic energ> arou ses more 
interest in electric power develoDment. 
All k inds of estimates have been made on the 
availability of atomic power. It has been esti­ 
mate that from 10 to^ 20 or even 50 years away, 
if it is to be practical and economically competi­ 
tive with present-day power costs. Bu t new 
developments have lowered the sights on these 
estimates considerably. 


The problem is stated most 
sim ply by Dr. R. B. 
Petersen, head of the pow'er reactor section of 
Atomic Energy Commision, Dr. Petersen is one 
of the real optimists on atomic power develop­ 
ment. 


The cost of electric produ ction from a steam- 
generation plant recently completed in Belgiu m 
is 9 .5 mills—not qu ite one-tenth of a cent—per 
k ilowatt hou r. 


By comparison, in 26 base-load power plants 
bu ilt in the United States betw^een 19 49 and 19 53, 
produ ction costs range from 2.5 to 9 mills per 
k wh. None was over 9 mills and only half were 
u nder 6 mills. 


If atomic energy power cou id be developed 
for, say, 8 mills per k wh, it wou ld today be com­ 
petitive in Belgiu m. If it coaid be produ ced for 
6 mills, it wou ld be competitive with half of the 
most moçlern plants in the U.S. 
While the costs of u raniu m or plu toniu m—the 
basis fissionable material u sed in atomic power 
reactors—have never been made pu blic, one 
recent estimate pu t the cost of u raniu m at $9 000 
a pou nd. This wou ld pu t the atomic fu el cost for 
power generation at from 1 to 1.5 mills per k wh. 
Catch Is In Power Plant Constru ction Costs 
This figu re is based on a calcu lation tha t. 
only 1 per cent of the energy in the atomic fu el 
is bu rned ou t. If and when more efficient reactors 
are bu ilt to bu rn a higher percentage of the 
fu el and release more energy, the cost will of 
cou rse come down. 
Bu t even wdth only 1 per cent fu el-bu rning ef­ 
ficiency, it now appears that atomic fu el costs 
for power generation are already competitive 
with coal. At $9 a ton, coal co.sts for power are 
from 3 to 3.5 mills per k wh. Atomic fu el wou ld 
be a third to a half cheaper. 
The catch is in the capital investment for 
power plant constru ction, bu t even here the ou t­ 
look is not too gloomy. 
Steam power plants cost arou nd $200 per k ilo­ 
watt, assu ming an 80 perecent plant-u se factor, 
or 7000 hou rs a year. Can atomic power approach 
this figu re? 
To play it safe, atomic scientists say they won’t 
be in the same ball park with conventional fu els 
u ntil they get down to at least $250 per k ilowatt 
constru ction costs. Some of the designs being 
work ed on by private indu stry have whittled the 
figu re down to $300-$100—on paper. If the $250 
mark can be attained, then a 60,000-k ilowatt 
plant wou ld cost abou t $15 million. 
The 60,000-k ilowatt plant which the Atomic 
Energy Commission recently annou nced for con­ 
stru ction is not expected to get (fcwn to this 
competitive figu re. In fact, AEC’s Thomas E. 
Mu rray has estimated this powei- plant—^for 
which Westinghou se Corp. will bu ilé the reactor 
—will cost “tens of millions of dollars.” 
Congress has already appropriated $7 million 
to start this project, with a stipu lation that the* 
total cost shou ld not be over $100 million. It will 
be well u nder that. 
Completely Safe Operation Is One Main Goal 
Two factors that have to be overcome to mak e 
atomic power practical and acceptable are radi­ 
ation damage to the reactor itself and safety for 
operating personnel and' the pu blic, so that 
plants can be bu ilt near cities. 
Plu toniu m is said to be 100 million times more 
toxic than chlorine gas, per cu bic yard. The 
pu blic had been led to believe that reactors are 
i 
'ajBsu n 
Bu t the big reactors at Hanford and Oak Ridge 
have been operating for nearly 10 years now. 
with little wear and tear on the reactors them­ 
selves. Also, good engineering practice will mak e 
the reactors self-limiting. That is, they’ll shu t 
themselves of if they get too hot. 
In the last 10 years U. S. electric power pre- 
du ction has dou bled. If it increases at the same 
rate over the next 10 or 20 years, it is assu med 
that atomic powpr will be needed even in the 
U. S. 
The goal now is stated in this way. Ten to 
15-mill per k wh power is already attainable for 
remote or high-cost fu el areàs of the world. By 
19 60, 9 -mill power shou ld be a reality. 
By 19 80, 6-mill atomic power for 50 per cent 
of the generating plants shou ld be available. 
And at that price, the savings on the U.S. power 
bill alone will be in the natu re of $300 million 
a year.

Dr. Samu el M. Brownell of Connecticu t, new 
head of the U.S. Office of Edu cation, hit Wash­ 
ington at ju st abou t the same time his brother, 
Attorney General Herbert Brownell, became em­ 
broiled in the Harry Dexter White case. 
Office of Edu cation officials at first wondered 
if Dr. Brownell wou ld have the same flair for 
hitting the headlines as his you nger brother, bu t 
they’ve relaxed now. They’ve fou nd the elder 
Brownell to be an extremely qu iet, mild- 
mannered individu al, too completely absorbed 
in the problems of edu cation to get involved in 
any front-page controversies.

This echoed recent statements 
by Secretary of State Du lles that 
Ru ssia now is on the “diplomatic 
defensive” and the free world has 
the “diplomatic and moral initia­ 
tive.” 
That Eisenhower seized the in­ 
itiative and pu t the Ru ssians on 
the defensive near the end of the 
year is indispu table. There is less 
positive 
evidence to su pport a 
claim the policy of initiative was 
consistently su ccessfu l. 
When he said, right after tak ing 
office, that the 7th Fleet off For­ 
mosa wou ld let Chiang Kai-shek 
attack 
the 
Commu nist 
Chinese 
mainland, that may have look ed 
lik e initiative. 
Nothing happened. Chiang. still 
on Formosa, has not attack ed the 
mainland. 
When Eisenhower challenged the 
Soviets last April 16 to show b> 
deeds that they wanted peace, he 
no dou bt meant that to pu t the 
Ru ssians on the defensive by tell­ 
ing them to pu t u p or shu t u p. 
This wait-and-see attitu de wasn’t 
su fficient initiative for Sir Win­ 
ston Chu rchill, who su ggested a 
meeting between himself, Eisen­ 
hower, French Premier Laniel and 
Soviet Premier Malenk ov. 
Eisenhower declined, later set­ 
tled for a meeting in Bermu da be­ 
tween himself, Chu rchill and Lan­ 
iel. 
Meanwhile, 
Du lles 
a n d 
the 
French and British foreign min­ 
isters invited Ru ssian Foreign Min­ 
ister Molotov to meet with them. 
This pu t the Ru ssians on the de­ 
fensive. They stalled for months 
in a windy exchanges of not>» s, u n­ 
til they appeared as not wanting 
to talk abou t peace. 
Toward year’s end they finally 
agreed to meet Jan. 25. Only an 
optimist expects anything to come 
of it, bu t at least the West can 
tak e credit for trying. 
Ei.senhower 
also 
embarrassed 
the Ru ssians last su mmer when 
he shipped food to East Germans, 
who dared reprisals to come for 
it, thu s affording plain evidence 
that satellite peoples were not get­ 
ting enou gh to eat. 
That may have been a major 
factor in indu cing the Ru ssians to 
annou nce they wou ld pu t more ef­ 
fort into giving the satellites peo­ 
ples a better life. 
One of the u nk nown chapters of 
history is whether agents of the 
Eisenhower administration had a 
hand in encou raging East German 
work ers to revolt against their 
Commu nist masters last Ju ne. 


This revolt also pu t the Ru ssians 
on the defensive by revealing the 
discontent of people behind the 
Iron Cu rtain. The administration 
cou ld claim initiative for this, if it 
had had a part in the u prising. It 
never said it did. 
In any event, the food shipments 
exploited the situ ation to Western 
advantage. 
Eisenhower in December tru ly 
took the initiative with a proposal 
that Ru ssia and the United States 
talk on pooling 
some of their 
atomic 
materials 
for 
peacefu l 
u ses. It was a brand new idea. 
The Ru ssians were on the spot. 
Finally they replied with a weasel- 
worded reply that look ed lik e an 
acceptance bu t was so phrased 
that they cou ld stall their way ou t. 
Bu t, while Du lles work ed tire­ 
lessly in behalf of this cou ntry’s 
foreign affairs, this cou ntry appar­ 
ently made no progress in one 
place considered critical as de­ 
fense against Ru ssia. 
This was in France which, in 
spite of Du lles’ proddings. still had 
not moved an inch closer to 
>in- 
ing the Eu ropean Defense C om- 
mu nity. And withou t France there 
can be no EDC.
